ural home of the cotton mill, and 
that mills elsewhere cannot com­ 
pete with them. 
The gain in con­ 
sumption of cotton in the United 
States from 1890 to 1898 was 30 
per cent outside of the south, while 
the south’s gain was 500 per cent. 
This tells the story in a nutshell. 
Cotton mills pay in the south, and 
new capital for investment in cot­ 
ton mills is being invested in 
southern mills.

Dallas News W ashington Special. 
It was stated to-day on authori­ 
ty that the war department had 
decided to assign 
Gen. Wheeler 
and 
General Schwan as two of 
| the 
brigadiers 
to 
command 
each a brigade 
of the 
12,402 
volunteers. Gen. Schwan is now 
on the way to Manila. 
It is the intention of the war de­ 
partment to give Gen. 
Wheeler 
the command of a department to 
be known as the department of 
Iloilo, but it is suspected that he 
may ask to be transferred to the 
active campaign in Luzon, as he 
has intimated to the president that 
he desires active service and there 
is no likelihood of active service on 
the island of Panay. 
Army official* here express the 
opinion that when the campaign 
opens in the fall, Gen. Otis will 
amply garrison every town through 
which his army passes. 
The territory he has already pass­ 
ed through extends from San F er­ 
nando on the north to louis on the 
south and east from the seaboard 
to Laguna bay—about 700 square 
miles. 
This condition, they say, will 
make it necessary to send Gen. 
Otis probably 5000 more troops 
and certainly that number if Agui­ 
naldo is enabled to protract the 
war. 
In this contingency the war de­ 
partment officials 
aount on an 
army of 50,000 men under Gen. 
Otis before Jan. I, 1900, if the re­ 
bellion 
be not crushed by that 
time.

made crops. 
The loss in tho main 
from the flood of 1885 consisted of 
the cost of the extra work the flood 
entailed. 
In the present case it is 
too late to replant and the fields on 
which the freshet destroyed the 


crops will not yield their fruits to 
the tillers of the soil until another 
season arrives of the soil until 
another season arrives. 
The red 
water contains nearly all mineral 
substances mentioned in the p h ar-. 
Hiacopia, among them petroleum, 
sulphides of tin, copper and iron, 
pyrites of iron and a great deal of 
gypsum. 
If enough of the red 
water was in the recent overflow 
to plaster the vegetation it sub­ 
merged the cotton will not recover. 
The point of the amount of red 
water in the flood is still an open 
question.
